In his aarlj 
inauhood Mr. Gould formed a part- 
uershlp With Oolouul Kadoek Pratt, 
in tbo taiiniii^ busineas, ai a place in 
Pennsylvania, subsequently railed 
iftnrhlm, Gouldsbom. He removed 
in New York City in 1880, and began 
builnau sn a brokor. 

The time waa wi-ii uhosen for the 
experiment, and the man bad dial 
clear fai'-hi^liteil judgment which 
I'tiitblcd Itiiu to mi utilize the event* 
preceding and durliiK the war that 
he was a millionaire In a lew years, 
since then his operations Iii railroads, 
Udegraphs and other property have 
been so fir sue sesifol as to make liim 
unqiietUinably one of the richest men 
in Ihe world, and certainly one of the 
moil Influential. The amount of bis 
wealth is not even approximately 
known. He is said to own several 
newspapers with which, among other 
means, be forwards his vast financial 
schemes. His polities, according to 
his own statement, vary with a due 
ri'irard to the acquisition of Wealth, 
.lay (iotilil, is llrst of all, a Anilioler, 
hut Ibis luaditio; cbaraiicristic of lite 
man is ac'coin|iauii'd with amiable 
traits. 

He is free from I lie vices, great and 
small, and always has been correct in 
his moral deportment. His lastcsare 
domestic, and whether in bis New 
York mansion or at his country seat, 
Lynd-hurat-ou'tho-liudson, his ap- 
preciation of the enjoy menls of home 
is remarkable, These include litera- 
ture, music, painting and sculpture; 
uiid i he raising of choice plants and 
(lowers, lie takes frequent rides on 
horseback. 

Mrs. Gould, whoso maiden namo 
was Miller, is the daughter of a well- 
known merchant of Now York. Of 
several children horn to llto couple, 
one is doing business in Empire City, 
as partner in a linn of brokers. 

When, n few years ago, somo lead- 
ing men of wealth subscribed a fund 
for General Grant, Mr. Gould's share 
in (ho matter was a chock for twenty- 
live thousand dollars. Ho is said to 
bo liberal in bis gifts to worthy insti- 
tutions and the deserving poor.

reacheil Moullo in time for dinner. 

From this well known Southern 
em , tin road winds continuously 
along the gulf. We areolten in sight 
of its deep blue where are unfurled Ihe 
sails of yacht and schooner and ship ; 
we cross upon long (resiles, many 
deep bayou*, and are often complete- 
ly siiirounded by the beautiful gray 
shadow s of Ihe moss draped home of 

the Alligator. 

Wo pass rapidly many beautiful 
summer resorts where the inmates of 
the eily when tired of the healed 
brick and slime come to enjoy the 
cool and refreshing south breeze front 
the gulf. Slill farther below Mobile: 
still crossing deep bayous, still wind- 
ing close to tho ooast, and we pass on, 
naviiig behind us the home of Augus- 
ta Evans Wilson, lull drawing nearer 

that of other Southern celebrities. 

In many places 011 this route the 
country seems barren and unproduc- 
tive but a gentleman who kindly 
proffer* Ins services to enlighten your 
correspondent informs her, that many 
of those seemingly barren lauds are 
rich sheep pastures, upon which grass 
grows spontaneously, thai the sheep 
aro now herded and e'er long the 
vast space before us will be tilled with 
sheep and lambs in countless numbers. 
A little further, and the samo kind 
gentleman points out a woodland thai 
clearly outlines but hides from view. 
"Bean voir" tho home of that great- 
est of statosnieii, (bat uncrowned 
horo, whose name is held dear by 
every Southern heart. Of course all 
the patriotic well springs— so long 
latent— Of Southern enthusiasm bub- 
ble 10 the surface, and your corres- 
pondent indulges in a Utile chronic 
enthusiasm, which is encored by 
Miss Maggie (iarrolt and heartily 
endorsed by our companion. "A fel- 
low feeling, makes us wondrous kind' 
— so (ho goiillcmau having previ- 
ously introduced himself. How brings 
tip 11 personal friend of (be Hon. Jef- 
ferson Davis— a former congressman 
Of Miss.— whom he tolls us has been 
much with Mr. Davis iti the past— 
with him when he made his groat 
world renowned speech etc. We 
regret that in tbo noise of (lie train 
we have failed to catch 1 bo name, in 
the introduction. 

Wo aro requested and send our 
cards lo Mr. Havis, names hurriedly 
scrawled in motion of the rapidly 
gliding (rain. 

A station or mora passed, our now 
acquaintances leavo us, and it all 
seems but a dream. 

Mora trestles, more bayous and 
before wo tiro awaroofit wo come 
suddenly upon the city. A night's 
rest and wo aro all quite ourselves 
again ; the dreamy bum ol the mos- 
quito, a languid fly, n soft balmy at- 
mosphere and wo fully realize the 
faet that wo arc In the "Sunny South." 
Everything is in the livery of spring. 
Orange trees bearing fruit are seen 
in many yards, peach and plum trees 
arc in bloom and various flowers, 
while "Sweet Violets" greet you at 
overy turn and venders offer thorn 
at Sets, per bunch. Of courso the 
Exposition is llrst ill order, wo tako 
tbo Sunbeam at the foot of Canal SI. 
At the point, where wo start out the 
Mississippi is said to be 1 mile in 
width, not as wide as tho Tenn, at 
Decatur. We listen to the familiar 
strains played by Ihe string band, 
watch the sea gulls as they dip low 
over tho waves — and listen as an 
old citizen of New Orleans points 
out the places of interests by which 
we are so pleasantly gliding; we 
finally reach our destination but do 
not follow tho advice of the guide- 
book, and tako the Electric R. It. but 
go immediately to tho Main building, 
which is said to be tbo largest ever 
erected, being 1,373 feet.long, by 703 
wide and has a continuous roof com- 
posed mainly of glass. It is well and 
amply lighted. The interior is sur- 
rounded bv wide and spacious gal- 
leries reached by 20 elevators. Here 
there i* rouoh to Interest mo, but to 



many writing to your paper have 
particuiarlzotj that a rehasii would 
be uninteresting : we pass hurriedly 
through the Machinery departments, 
visil Music Hall, listen to ihe Mexi- 
can band, unit view Ihe llfaluuioth 
organ manufactured in .New Orleans.

One is particularly struck with 
the corn house of Dakota, represen- 
ting the diU'erent grains grown there, 
Kansas displays a perfect woman 
manufactured of grain, also a birk 
uablu, representing the woods, there. 
No one who attend* tho world'* 

fair should fail to see the great tree 
of the Pacific coast wood— :t-> }.. feci 
in diameter, from a tree :i:U) ft high. 
i feel thick, It is said thai 5 men 
worked inlays with large augers lo 
bring this tree down. (In tin: slump 
which has been brought here in 
sections and placed together, 'A'l 
persons can dance with ease. Toe 

name of the mammoth tree is "'Seq- 
nana Gigatltia." 

A visit also lo the Santa Fee Cave, 
seemed so real that it hardly required 
a vivid Imagination to fraueport one. 
Your correspondent has uovor 

fancied a cabin, but the Colorado 
cabin built of mineral i* au rely an 
attraction in thai Hue. The 
minerals in the stones of which It 
is composed cost iil.HiKi. 
Quite an artlatle work is to busoeu, 

iii a regular train of cars, body uftraiu 

and curs of wheal and oils, Wheel* of 
Arborvitae, every pun luauufacturud 
of grain. The engine draped Willi

The Cock Itobiii display in the 
.Mississippi department invariably 
carries one hack lo the days of eluid- 
miod when we baveabod tears over 
the sad fate of Cock Itoblll ; here the 
whole scene is enacted before you. 
The vast assemblage of birds are 
congregated around and upon u tree, 
at the loot of which rests Cock Robin 
in his casket, a cross of flowers rests 
upon hi* breast aud flower* till ins 
casket ; at the foot rests a blab ol 
marble with the inscription Cock 
Robin, consort of Jennie Wren. A 
tiny fool-stone beais the initials V. 
It. Tbo Rook solemnly clad in black 
stands with his book read)' to read 
the burial service. The owl gravely 
leans upon his spade. In truth the 
whole pathetic little story is fully en- 
acted before your eyes. 1'his exhib- 
it is for sale i'or |8isf. The Govern- 
ment building furnishes attraction* 
for two or more weeks. 

Mineralogy, geology aud natural 
history have perfect displays, "lu 
the laud of the Dacotahs" the falls of 
Minuchuha are un attractive feature, 
and all who visil it will find it real- 
istic unit really natural. 

In the Art Hall we found much to 
Instruct and Interest. This spacious 
building is tire-proof, about 230 feci 
long and UK) feel deep, splendidly 
lighted during the day by skylights, 
during tUo evening by 2.000 Edison 
incandescent electric lights. There 
arc four large balls, three ou lire 
front and a fourth running parallel 
and occupying one-half of the build- 
ing. The Central hall is tilled Willi 
sculptures, marbles, bronzes, terra 
eottas, rilllevot and p'a-te.' ca-ts 
Which show up well against tho dark 
brown walls. "The ftV»t flight' b a 
bountiful werk by a London artist. 
There is also a lovely httsl- of Mary 
Anderson. A strong and marked 
bead in bronze of Bryant. At every 
step tboro aro master-pieces of worth 
and art, but have oulv lime for a 
few as we hurry on. In the ball to 
tbo right there is a line Mexican col- 
lection, showing a chronological his- 
tory of tho art of thecounlry for the 
three past couturlcs. 

In the large gallery uro hung the 
beat contribution*. In the number 
of displays the contributions of 
American artists predominate and 
wo see our art ut its very beat. 

"Heart of thu Sierras'' and "The 
last spike," attracts much attention. 
"Sunlight on tho Sea." "Song of 
Ship and Summer Moon" are natur- 
ally depicted. "Before Pilate" and 
'Jesus condemned ' is a marked pic- 
ture. There are other* that will 
live a long time in memory, but Ol- 
ive Branch is no art critic, so will 
forbear lost her taste be subjected to 
criticism. 

Leaving tho Exposition grounds, 
we endeavor to tako in somo of the 
city. 

The United States Custom House 
is said to contain the finest single 
aparlmonts in America. Passing 
from this point we aro soon in French 
quarter*. We find the streets very 
narrow, with the merest apology for 
sidowalks, and not very cleanly, and 
altho it is Sunday there is no evi- 
dence of the fact, for all kinds of busi- 
ness arc going briskly ahead. We 
glanco at the firms around us and 
seo only foreign names and foreign 
accents fall from the lips of tho 
throng. Not far from this we enter 
Jackson Square. Hero we find a 
handsome equestrian statue of "Old 
Hickory." Near by aro 'many nl I 
French* Colonial buildings firm aud 
steady, but time-defaced. Wo arc 



set l lenient of New Orleans. He has 
doubtless concluded that he has 011- 

c tunterod innoetnee abroad, and (lives 
his lurbrmatlOll accordingly. 

We reach the great French Market, 
an organ grinder a* we enter is do- 
ing full duly. We wind down a 
long, low, densely populated shed. 
In the various stalls, meat*, fruit*, 
vegetables ele., arc allraclingly dis- 
played. Here we encounter every 
nationality, and every grade of peo- 
ple. Venders of every kind oiler 
their goods. One old French wom- 
an at her vegetable stall in wrathful 
crescendo is sadly. berating some one 
■ho has undersold her, and spoiled 
her trade this morning, Farther on, 
and on Ihe edge of the market, a 
merchant lias his goods tumbled 
carelessly upnn the ground, and his 
purchaser* walk as carelessly over 
the goods, kicking aside thai they do 
not wish and picking up the desired 
purchase. 

From the French Market we go 
out upon tho broad levee, around 
which are ranged vessel* of all kind* 
—huge »te« titers, peculiar lo western 
waters— and they look as il they ex- 
tended for miles along the Vast levee, 
from many of them are thrown out 
long gang plunks, and colored ronit- 
aboul* are busy loading them with 

cotton bale*, bags of ground cotton 

seed and molasses; we go on board a 
Liverpool explorer, and English ves- 
sel, also a Spanish vessel, the Esta- 
bail lie Arobanail, but are not per- 
mitted to go through its the vessel 
has just landed and consequently 
bus not reported. Coon board and 
through tho John W. Camion, said 
lo be Ihe finest I'. S. mail steamer in 
America. Having seen enough of 
these vessels we enter a small sail 
boat, drink a draught of Mississippi 

water, a* we are thereby Inaurcu a 

safe return and board t lie Tennessee, 
a regular I'. S. man of war, the offi- 
cers of which are very polite and 
kind, furnishing a guide and giving 
us every desired attention. 

We recall pleasantly a . sail out up- 
on the blue w aters of lake Poutohar- 
train. Two picturesque and charm- 
ing resorts are situated upon Ihe 
shores .if this lake, Spanish Fori unit 
West End. At bay On St John, a 
young lady I mm Missouri rullsid 
her fooling ami fell Into the water, 
she was fortunate in striking a plank 
and the iniincs o i w a- n iiy partial 
and no serious damage resulted. 

Ou our return we took in Oakland 
Park as the gentlemen of our party 
were exceedingly anxious lo see the

Bryant 
Morrison col. was Indicted '.'or grand 
larceny and bis triul set for the 21st 
day. 

THE HAMBY CASE. 

The case of Win. 11. Ilauiby, in- 
dicted for murder, was begun Thurs- 
day, llamby becamo involved iu a 
fight with John Orten, in u bouse 
near ouu of the mines in North Chris- 
tian, on Oct. 28, 1882. Orton shot 
him in the stomach Willi a pistol and 
a second shot was fired which killed 
Chas. Trotter, a young man who was 
in the room and not engaged in the 
row. Orton was the only eye-wit- 
ness to the affair. He stated that 
Hornby fired the shot from his rille 
that killed Trotter and clubbed him 
(Orion) with tho empty weapon. 
Tho defense denied litis and claimed 
that both shots were fired from Or- 
ion's pistol, two chambers of which 
were found to be empty, llamby 
was indicted ou the Strength of Or- 
ion's testimony. Ho was defended 
by W. II. Cato, J. I. Landes and 
Breathitt & Stites. The following 
jury was selected : Van Duliu, Jno, 
W. Courtney, Tho*. Drown, S. T. 
E0X7G. C. Ilraslicr, W. H. Sizcuiorc, 
Asbury l.ong, N. W. Spurlin, B. W. 
Kenshaw. Win. Stevenson, Asbury 
Armstrong and Lit llonl. The last 
Are were taken from the bystanders, 
llamby, a tall, athletic fellow, about 
35 years old, appeared in court 
with a gray shawl thrown loosely 
around bis shoulders. He is a man 
with u mild blue eie, euily brown 
hair and a sandy moustache. The 
Witnesses in t ho ease were exailiined 
Thursday and on Friday the argu- 
ments were heard. Messrs. (,Vto, 
Landes and Breathitt spoke for the 
defense and Commonwealth's Attnr- 
torncy Garnet! prosecuted with his 
usual vigor ami earnestness. Ilaiu- 
by's uyo8 would till witli tears 
whenever pathetic allusions were 
made to the death of Trot- 
ter, and when bis wife and child 
were referred to the poor fellow 
could scarcely keep from sobbing, 
lie had the sympathies of the crowd 
when the jury look tho ca9o at It 
o'clock. The jurors on the first bal- 
lot stood eleven for acquittal and one 
for conviction. The 0110 who wanted 

htm punished— Mr. G. 0. Brasher— 

held to his opinion until Saturday 
at 3 r. m., when ho agreed to a ver- 
dict of "not guilty." llamby was 
sent for and when the verdict was 
read, a number of his friends gather- 
ed around him ami extended their 
congratulations. The verdict is gen- 
erally approved, as llamby was him- 
self shot before ho shot at Orton, if 
he tired the shot at all (hat killed his 
friend. Ills wound would have 
been fatal if tho ball had not ranged 
around the hollow of his stomach. 
Ho was iu bed two weeks from tho 
effects. 

THE WII.KY JOHNSON CASE. 

Tho case of Wiley Johnson, col., 
who killed Smith Stanley, col., at 
Crofton in 1883, was taken up Satur- 
day and speedily tried. This euse 
was tried at the last term of court 
ami resulted hi a hung jury. The 
prisoner was defended by Mr. E. 
P. Campbell. The following jury 
was empaneled : A.M.Cooper, Jas. 
Lacv, Henry Underwood, Ed. Boyd, 
Miko Wolfe, Jo. V. Pyle, W. H. El- 
gin, Wash Harry, Goo. Major, G. W. 
Clark, J. S. Forrey aud M. L. Chris- 
tian. Tho last two were from the 
bystanders. The evidence showed 
that Stanley was Hp? aggressor and 
was advancing on Johnson with an 
open knife when the fatal shot was 
fired. Messrs. Campbell and Gar. 
nett argued the caso ami it was given 
to the jury late Saturday afternoon 
On tho first ballot they voted unani 
motisly for acquittal and a verdict of 
"not guilty" was quickly returned 
Johnson is a small very black ncgn 
with the merest scmblanceof a mous- 
tache. He looks like a lazy, trifling 
fellow and was so lodiflereut that he 
wont to sleep several times in his 
chair during tho progress of the trial. 
He appeared to be about 24 or 10 years 
old. Ho was indicted only for man- 
slaughter. 

THE GRAND JURY ADJOURNS. 

The grand jury adjourned Saturday 
afternoon, having returned 72 indict- 
ment 3 . It was iu session 18 days. 
The jurors were paid *27 each, mak- 
ing an aggregate cost of $132, or |G 
for each indictment.

$220,423,47 cf Muhlenberg's Rail- 
road Debt Funded- 

ICcntrnl City AlfSSj 

Yesterday quite a number of citi- 
zens from various portions of the 
county assembled in Greenville to 
learn what the Commissioners had 
clone in reference to the railroad 
debt. About one o'clock they as- 
sembled in the court-house and re- 
quested that the proceedings of the 
Commissioners bo made kooyii. 
This was done and Judge Morton 
read the minutes of their various 
meetings. As shown from a mem- 
orandum of the bonds in bank at 
(irconville they have compromised 
$220, 423.17 of the debt, Inoludlng 
i itcrest. This am Hint is divided as 
follows: 

llonds, face value, - $114,000.00. 
Interest, - - 106,423.47. 



Total. - - if220,42:i.47. 

Hcsides this amount, the old board 
funded about tfo.OOO of the bonds, 
milking in all a little above |225,0:)J 
of tho tax Which has been compro- 
mised. The compromise was on a 
basis of 30 cents on principal and in- 
terest, or mi cents on the principal us 
the debt has doubled itself. This 
will make aboiit$o7,000inticw bond- 
that will have to bo issued. They 
are six per cent, bonds payable in 
I went v years. The taxable property 
Of the county is about 1 1,900,000, and 
it' the whole debt is settled on the 
same basis it. would amount to about 
$210,000, the interest or which 
would be 114,400 every year, and 
added to this about $2,000 ibr collec- 
tion would be over 10,000. This 
would be close' onto *T lax on the 
hundred dollars worth of propeity in 
the county. The meeting yesterday 
was one of inquiry, and there was a 
vigorous kick against the action of 
the board. No doubt the board 
thought they were acting for the 
best, but as to how that is time will 
tell.
